Frank S. Monnett, former 
general of Ohio, today made this state- 
ment on the private car of William J. 
Bryan en route from Prospect, Ohio, to 
Columbus. Mr. Monnett said, sowever, 
that he did not exonerate Governor 
Haskell from the charges that had been 
made that he was a party to the $500,- 
000 bribe fund of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, nor could he condemn him. 

‘All I have against Governor Has- 
kell,” ne said, “is hearsay evidence, and 
I have suggested that if the case were 
presented to a grand jury it would be 
shown -whether Governor Haskell has 
been wrongfully accused.” 

In Fairness to Haskell, 


Mr.- Monnett denied that he had made 
speeches in Oklahoma exonerating Gov- 
ernor Haskell, but that in fairness to 
tne governor he had stated the facts as 
they had come to him, and said that if 
the charges were proved he would 
turn to Oklahoma at his own expense 
and denounce him. 

In justice to Governor Haskell, Mr. 
Monnett stated that the governor had 
repeatedly asked an Opportunity to dis- 
prove tne charge, and had been sub-

take the money out. Finding that he 
was about to be arrested for offering 
the bribe, Mr. Monnett said that Squires 
disappeared to New York and despite 
ois efforts he has not been indicted.

Great results are expected from this gathering of learned men from all 
parts of the globe to discuss a malady which it is estimated annually causes 
from one-fifteenth to one-seventh of all deaths. 


That tuberculosis is “a scotched snake,’ as Dr. Woods Hutchinson ex- 
presses it, is now generally recognized. The advantages of such conferences 
as the one to meet in Washington will come from a dissemination o% the 
| knowledge that medical science has acquired. 

The superstitions in regard to this disease, the lack of information con- 
cerning it, must give place to a more enlightened and saner course. 

That miliions of lives now sacrificed annually throughout the world to 
the tnbercle bacilli may be saved is the text to which all the speakers at 
the conference will address themselves. 

The open-air treatment, the value of sunlight and nourishing food. the 
dangers of expectoration, the uselessness of drugs and other methods of pre- 
vention and cure will be given wider circulation as the result of such con- 
ferences. 

Today the tubercle bacilli is the chief of all the germ enemies of man- 
kind. Dr. Flick, of the Philadelphia Institute for Poor Consumptives, esti- 
mates that in fifteen years that great city will be free from it. 

If this result could be brought about within fifty yen would be worth 
all the time, study and expenditure of funds needed to eradicate: the scourge.

This Quiet Made Speculatars 
Somewhat Suspicious

Tranquility of Market, After Vie- 
lent Collapse, Was Unusual and 
Left Grounds For Distrust. 
Bears Covering. 


New York, September 23.—The tranquil] 
State into which the stock market fell 
today, after the turmoil of yesteyday, 
formed a strong contrast. The trans- 
formation was s0 sudden as to appear 
unnatural and was, for tnaat reason, 
made the ground for some suspicion 
and for reserve in speculative commit- 
ments. It is usual, after so violent @& 
collapse in prices as has occurred in tae 
last few days, for the first rebound te 
be of corresponding vigor. The langor 
into which the movement fell today at 
a nioderate stage of the recovery, there- 
fore, left grounds for distrust. Some- 
thimg of this moderation was attributa- 
ble to the extent which bear operators 
covered their short contractg late yes- 
terday when prices were recovering in 
proportion to the enormous buying for 
that account. This covering movement 
by the bears was continued today. Very 
large buying orders were executed Dy 
a few influential stock exchange houses 
who were most active in the recent sell- 
ing. Their transactions were largest in 
tne two Harriman Pacific gtocks and in 
Reading. These are the operations 
which the supposition, current on tne 
floor of the stock exchange, place ta 
the account of the millionaire capital- 
ists associated with the Standard Oil

count. The buying today created the 
impression that a further fall in prices 
was to receive the countenance of these 
powers no longer. The miscellaneous 
following of room traders and profes- 
sional operators followed this leader- 
ship implicitly, as they believed they 
penetrated its concealed purposes. The 
dul) hesitation of the market after the 
first hour gave this element much anx- 
iety Almost half the day's business 
was done in that hour. Practically the 
extreme range of the day's price fluc- 
tuations was establisned also in that 
ime. The higher opening prices brought 
out realizing sales, "with a relapse 
which wiped out the gains. Prices rose 
again pefore the end of the hour, and 
this fixed the limits of tne price move- 
ment afterwards. It wes traversed 
Inany times, but without any great an! 
mation or urgency. Dealingg were great- 
ly congested in the Harriman stocks, 
Reading and the copper industrials. The 
day’s news was not important and was 
little regarded, attention being concen- 
trated on the closing up of previous 
speculative commitments. There was a 
revound froin the recent declining ten- 
dency in the price of copper warrants 
in London. This called renewed atten- 
tion to the close correspondence there 
nas been vetween the price movemenis 
in copper and in stocks throughout the 
summer speculation. While stocks were 
rising there was a daily announcement 
of an advance in copper quotations 
while the relapse in stocKs hag been 
accompanied by successive declines in 
the quotations for copper. This corre- 
spondence has been taken to confirm the 
ayinion of the responsibility for tue 
movement of the group of capitalists 
with a large common interest in the 
copper industry and in the corporations 
of which the shares have been most 
a tive in the market. Some of the re- 
‘serve shown toward tne market wae 
ascribed to the report on the Investiga- 
tion of the Brown failure and the ma- 
nipulation of the market on August 2, 
which was expected to be given out later 
in the day. The breaking of the 
drought in the west was neraldedqd with 
satisfaction, but the warning of a prob- 
able cold snap to follow made the corn 
market sensitive.
